He asked for still photos from such movies as "Der Kanal R and 
n Ein Mann auf den Schienen. n He also thanked RODE for sending information 
material* The letter was written on a letterhead of the Freunde der Staette 
der Begegnung, but DROSS had x'd out the address of this outfit and substituted 
the address of the n West-Ost Berichte." 
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3<> While the above information is interesting, it sheds no light on 
CROSS* dealings with Boles law HARCZAK, which we continue to believe have intel- 
ligence Connotations. This belief was strengthened by the CAECTOMX report, which 
indicated that the "Arbeitskrels fuer Oat-West-Fragen" was a rather uysterious 
outfit.
